• New England leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two clubs, 4-3-6 

• The Revs are 4-1-2 against Toronto at Gillette Stadium in seven regular-season 
games 

• Saturday’s match is the first of three meetings between the two clubs this season ... 
TFC returns to Gillette Stadium on August 4 before the teams end the series - and 
month - on August 30 at BMO Field 

• Toronto won the season series in 2012, posting a 1-0-1 record and earned its first win 
at Gillette Stadium in club history 

• Six out of the 13 matches between the two teams have ended in a draw 

• The Revs have out-scored TFC, 22-15, in their 13 previous meetings 

• Both teams have shutout the opponent three times in the all time regular-season 
series 

• In home games against Toronto, the Revs have averaged 2.00 goals per game while 
Toronto has averaged 0.57 goals per game at Gillette Stadium 

• The Revolution and TFC have never met outside the MLS regular season 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST TORONTO 

• Andy Dorman rudely welcomed Toronto into MLS in 2007 ... the midfielder has three 
goals in three career games against TFC 

• Juan Agudelo has scored twice in two games against Toronto, both goals coming as a 
member of the New York Red Bulls 

• Chad Barrett has one career goal and assist against the Reds as a member of the 
Chicago Fire 

• Chris Tierney has one goal and two assists in seven career appearances against To¬ 
ronto after adding a 94th-minute equalizer in the teams’ earlier meeting on June 23... 
Tierney's first two career assists were recorded at BMO Field against Toronto FC: on 
Aug. 23, 2008 and May 23, 2009 

• Clyde Simms recorded two assists against TFC while a member of D.C. United 

• Matt Reis is 3-1-4 with a 1.13 goals against average and three shutouts in eight career 
games against Toronto 

• Bobby Shuttleworth has seen action against the Reds twice, posting a 0-1-1 record 
with a 1.50 goals against average 

LAST MEETING 

New England 0 at Toronto FC 1 

July 17, 2012 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

Luis Silva scored the only goal of the game in the eighth minute and goalkeeper Milos Kocic 
made four saves to maintain the clean sheet as the New England Revolution suffered a 1-0 
loss to Toronto FC at Gillette Stadium. Silva’s goal was his second in as many games and 
came at the end of a quality buildup which also involved Reggie Lambe and Danny Koever- 
mans, with the rookie midfielder finishing from the top of the box. Although the Revs (6-8-4, 
22 pts.) maintained a significant edge in possession throughout the match and registered 15 
shots in a frantic second half, they couldn't find the equalizer and as a result saw their five- 
game unbeaten run come to an end. Toronto FC (4-11-4,16 pts.), meanwhile, has now won 
back-to-back games for the first time this season.

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TEAM NOTES 


KICKING OFF HOME STAND (PART TWO) 

The Revs return to Gillette Stadium on Saturday to host Toronto FC for the first of three 
regular season meetings between the clubs in 2013 ... Saturday’s game with the Reds is the 
third in a stretch of six games that sees the Revs at home five times ... the Revs kicked off 
the month-long stretch of games with a 2-1 loss to Real Salt Lake (May 8), followed by a 1-1 
draw against the New York Red Bulls (May 11)... last Saturday the Revs earned a 2-0 win in 
Houston in the team’s only game away from home from May 8 to June 8 ... two more matches 
with the LA Galaxy (June 2) and D.C. united (June 8) will close out the extended home stand 
for the Revs. 

FIRST OF THREE MEETINGS WITH TORONTO 

Saturday's match against Toronto FC marks the first of three meetings between the two clubs 
... the Reds won the season series in 2012, posting a 1-0-1 record and earned its first victory 
at Gillette Stadium in club history with a 1-0 shutout on July 17, 2012 ... the two teams played 
to a 2-2 draw in Toronto on June 23, 2012 - Chris Tierney scored late in stoppage time to 
give the Revs a point on the road ... Toronto has yet to win a game on the road this season, 
posting a record of 0-4-1 ... the Reds have scored just three goals in five road matches and 
have allowed seven. 

FRANTIC FINISH 

In the 2-2 draw in Toronto on June 23, 2012, a Revs loss looked inevitable ... former Revs' 
midfielder Benny Feilhaber hit the post in the 88th minute that would have been the equalizer 
... minutes earlier, Feilhaber slipped a ball through to Saer Sene inside the 18 in the 85th min¬ 
ute only to see Sene put a shot high over the bar... however, Chris Tierney found the game- 
tying goal in the fourth minute of stoppage time with a header off of a cross from former Revs 
defender Flo Lechner... the goal by Tierney completed a two-goal, second-half comeback by 
the Revs as they earned a point on the road. 

SECOND RANKED DEFENSE... 

Through 11 games this season, the Revs defense has allowed just nine goals and is ranked 
second in MLS in goals against average (0.82)... taking away one game in which the Revs 
allowed four goals to the Red Bulls (a 4-1 loss on April 20), the club has allowed just five 
goals in 10 games (0.50 GAA)... the Revs has seen solid goalkeeping to back the defense as 
Bobby Shuttleworth has posted four shutouts while Matt Reis has posted two ... the Revs' six 
shutouts are good for second in MLS and behind league leader Sporting KC (7). 

...DEFENSE TOUGH AT HOME 

Through five home games at Gillette Stadium this season, the Revs have allowed just four 
goals ... most recently, the Revs allowed one goal against the New York Red Bulls last 
Saturday in a 1-1 draw ... the team has posted two shutouts in five games at Gillette Stadium 
(Foxborough, Mass.) as both Bobby Shuttleworth and Matt Reis have recorded one shutout 
each. 

SHIFTING DEFENSE YIELDS SIMILAR RESULTS 

The Revs started the season with MLS' top defense, allowing just two goals through their first 
four games while running out the same starting backline of Kevin Alston (LB), Jose Goncalves 
(CB), A.J. Soares (CB) and Andrew Farrell (RB)... however, despite posting six shutouts in 11 
matches and maintaining a team goals against average of 0.82, the Revs have run out eight 
different defenders - and two goalkeepers - in 11 games, and still rank second in MLS in team 
defense:

EXTENDING LATE LEADS 

The Revs have been victims of surrendering second-half leads twice in the last two weeks, but 
reversed that trend on Saturday ... the club fell to Real Salt Lake on May 8 after leading 1-0 
into the 77th minute before falling 2-1 ... three days later, the New York Red Bulls pulled even 
just one minute after Diego Fagundez gave his team the lead in the 54th minute ... Saturday 
in Houston, however, the Revs extended their 1-0 lead late in the second half to secure the 
three points on the road. 


BACK-TO-BACK FOR FAGUNDEZ 

Diego Fagundez scored his team-leading third goal of the season in the team’s 2-0 win over 
the Houston Dynamo on Saturday ... the 18-year-old Homegrown player’s three goal are a 
new single-season high for the third-year pro ... after also scoring against New York on May 
11, Saturday’s goal against the Dynamo marked the first time the forward has scored in back- 
to-back games in his career. 

FIRST APPEARANCE FOR AGUDELO 

Recently-acquired forward Juan Agudelo made his Revs debut on Saturday when he played 
55 minutes in the 2-0 win over the Houston Dynamo ... Agudelo replaced Ryan Guy in the 35th 
minute for his first ever appearance as a member of the Revs ... late in the second half with 
the Revs leading 1-0, Agudelo played an instrumental part in the Revs’ second goal of the night 
... he received Chris Tierney’s deflected pass back-to-goal, and launched a shot which kicked 
off Ricardo Clark and in to the goal... Saturday’s appearance was his first since April 13, when 
he left the game with a hamstring injury while with Chivas USA... In an attempt to bolster the 
team’s attack, the Revs completed a trade on May 7 for the Chivas USA forward (and former 
New York Red Bulls Academy product) in exchange for allocation money. 

SHUTOUTS BECOMING STANDARD FOR SHUTTLEWORTH 

Bobby Shuttleworth recorded his fourth shutout - a new season-high - last Saturday in a 2-0 
victory at Houston ... Saturday was the goalkeeper’s first shutout against the Dynamo in three 
career games ... Shuttleworth now has eight shutouts for his career, and he is tied for third 
in the Revs’ career record book (with Walter Zenga)... he is also tied for second (with six 
other goalkeepers) in MLS behind Sporting Kansas City’s Jimmy Nielsen (7)... Shuttleworth’s 
four shutouts have come in nine appearances also a new season-high for the fourth-year 
goalkeeper. 

SHUTTLEWORTH STANDS TALL INTO SPRING 

Goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth has made the most of his opportunities in goal this season ... 
in nine appearances - a new single-season high - he has posted a 1.00 goals against average 
along with four shutouts ... removing one match - a 4-1 loss at New York on April 20 - Shuttle- 
worth has allowed just five goals in eight appearances (0.63 goals against average)... in his 
last 14 appearances dating back to Sept. 22, 2012, Shuttleworth has allowed just 13 goals for 
an 0.93 GAA, while posting six shutouts in that span. 

TIERNEY ONE START AWAY FROM 100 

Should he return to the starting lineup against Toronto FC on Saturday, Chris Tierney will 
make his 100th career start in MLS ... all of his starts and appearances (110) have come as a 
member of the Revs ... Tierney would become just the 12th player in club history to make at 
least 100 starts ... since 2010, the former 2008 Supplemental Draft pick has made at least 25 
starts and 27 appearances each season ... the defender is ranked 10th in assists (17), tied for 
third in game-winning assists (8) and fourth in corner kicks (169) in the club’s career records. 

IRONMAN JOSE GONCALVES 

Through 11 games this season, defender Jose Goncalves stands alone as the only member of 
the Revs who has played every minute of every game in 2013 ... the defender is one of just 19 
players (not including goalkeepers) in MLS to play every minute of every game for his team this 
season ... Goncalves has been a staple in a back line that has seen eight different players earn 
at least one start through 11 games: Andrew Farrell, Goncalves, A.J. Soares, Kevin Alston, 

Chris Tierney, Stephen McCarthy, Darrius Barnes and Bilal Duckett (recalled from Rochester 
on May 1 for the team's game against Portland on May 2)... in the team’s most recent game 
against the Houston Dynamo last Saturday night, Goncalves - captaining the team for the 
fourth straight game - anchored a back line that included McCarthy (fifth start), Barnes (second 
start) and Farrell (10th start). 

SIMMS BACK IN THE MIX 

Clyde Simms made his first start since April 13 (T, 0-0 at Seattle) in a 2-0 victory over the 
Houston Dynamo last Saturday night... the primarily defensive midfielder recorded his first 
assist of the season - a game winner - when Diego Fagundez took his pass, cut through the 
back line and slotted home his third goal of the season ... Simms, who has been part of a 
midfield rotation this year, recorded his second assist as a member of the Revs. 

SECOND STRAIGHT START FOR IMBONGO... 

Despite being issued a red card after just 40 minutes of play, forward Dimitry Imbongo earned 
his second straight start up top in Saturday’s 2-0 win at Houston ... the forward was involved 
in an incident with Dynamo defender Bobby Boswell and both players were sent off late in 
the first half... Imbongo looked strong again for the Revs and recorded three shots in his 40 
minutes, including a shot blocked inside the 18 in the fourth minute after a great over-the-top 
through ball from Lee Nguyen ... the forward will not be available for Saturday’s match against 
Toronto while serving his one-game suspension. 
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... BENGSTON BACK IN THE MIX? 

Jerry Bengtson has been left out of the starting lineup by head coach Jay Heaps for the past 
two games ... Dimitry Imbongo has earned the starting nod in those past two games but was 
issued a red card against Houston and will not be available against Toronto ... Juan Agudelo 
made his debut against Houston as a substitute playing 55 minutes after hecame on for an 
injured Ryan Guy in the first half but is not likely full-match fit as he is coming off a hamstring 
injury ... Bengtson has struggled this season (one goal in nine appearances) but could see 
himself back in the starting lineup against the Reds. 

ROWE LENDING A HELPING HAND 

Second-year midfielder Kelyn Rowe has been critical in the Revs' attack so far this season ... 
one year after co-leading the team in assists as a rookie with five, Rowe has been involved in 
nearly half of the team's goals scored so far this season, assisting on three of the six goals the 
Revs has scored themselves ... most recently, Rowe set up Ryan Guy inside the 18-yard-box 
against Real Salt Lake on May 8 for Guy’s first goal of the season - a spectacular side volley 
... Rowe is now tied for seventh in MLS with three assists ... of Rowe’s three helpers, two 
have been game-winning assists - tied for fourth in MLS ... Rowe missed his first game of the 
season last Saturday against Houston with calf tightness. 

FARRELL FITS “RIGHT BACK” IN 

Andrew Farrell has not missed a beat since sitting out the team’s May 2 game in Portland with 
an injury to his left knee ... Farrell took the brunt of harsh tackle by Union midfielder Michael 
Farfan in stoppage time of a 2-0 win on April 27, leading to the injury ... in three games back 
(May 8 vs. Salt Lake, May 11 vs. New York and May 18 at Houston), Farrell has started and 
played all 90 minutes at right back ... Farrell was the first number one overall pick to start his 
first seven MLS games since Leo Cullen - the number one overall pick in 1998 by the Miami 
Fusion - started his first 19 games ... Farrell became the Revs’ first-ever No. 1 overall pick 
when the team traded up to take him at the 2013 MLS SuperDraft on Jan. 17 in Indianapolis. 

CALDWELL COMES THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing, has made a strong impression in 
his rookie season ... the Braintree, Mass., product has made six appearances - including three 
starts - seeing time in the central midfield ... Caldwell, who graduated from Akron in December 
after a stellar four-year career with the Zips, is among three Revs rookies who have seen time 
this year, including defender Andrew Farrell (10GP/10GS at right back) and midfielder Donnie 
Smith (1GP/1GS at left midfield). 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Veteran goalkeeper Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his outings in 2013 ... in the 
season opener at Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the 
second game of the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves 
against Sporting KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, 
Reis has posted shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1,2012 (0-0 vs. Philadel¬ 
phia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 
2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank 
fourth all-time in MLS history. 

BENGTSON KEEPS “HEXING” CONCACAF OPPONENTS 

Jerry Bengtson, who missed the Revs’ 0-0 draw against Kansas City on March 23 while with 
the Honduras National Team, continued his hot scoring pace for his country during the last 
round of FIFA World Cup Qualifying ... he scored Honduras’ second goal - to equalize the 
game - against Mexico on March 22, to earn a vital point in the CONCACAF Hexagonal, the 
region’s final round of qualifying for the 2014 FIFA World Cup ... earlier in February, he also 
scored the game-winning goal in San Pedro Sula against the United States in the teams' Feb 
6 WCQ ... Bengtson now has 16 goals for Honduras in 34 appearances, including seven goals 
during qualifying for the 2014 World Cup. 

LOCAL CAPTAINS AT A PREMIUM 

When Chris Tierney, a Wellesley, Mass., product, put on the captain’s armband for the first 
time on April 20 at New York, he became the club's first locally-born captain since the club's 
original captain, Mike Burns ... Burns, who hailed from Marlboro, Mass., was the club’s captain 
from 1996 to 2000. 

“HOMETOWN" FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs' roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown feel 
... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris Tierney 
(Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... both 
Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players ... 
Caldwell was the youth teams' first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year career 
at Akron. 


VETERAN AT JUST 18 

Diego Fagundez has entered his third MLS season at the ripe old age of 18 ... the forward 
recorded his first goal of the season on May 2 in a 2-0 win over the Union ... the Leominster, 
Mass., product turned 18 on Valentine’s Day - Feb. 14-earlier this year and now is playing 
in his third season ... despite his MLS tenure, he still remains the youngest player on the 
Revs’ roster while scoring four goals and adding three assists in 28 appearances in his career 
... while training with the Revs in the morning, Fagundez caps a long day with school in the 
afternoon, going to classroom sessions later in the day ... he is completing both his junior and 
senior years of high school at Alternative High School in Fitchburg, Mass.... additionally, he 
signed his second professional contract - a multi-year extension with the Revs - on March 13, 
just one month after turning 18 allowing him to legally sign this contract without his parents ... 
Fagundez has made three appearances this season for the Revs, two of them being starts. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 

KEVIN ALSTON TAKING LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

Revolution defender Kevin Alston has been diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia 
(CML), a rare but treatable form of leukemia ... has taken an indefinite leave of absence 
from the team to undergo treatment... Alston’s medical treatment is not expected to require 
hospitalization and he expects to return to the team in the future ... Alston, 24, started the first 
four games this season at left back before his diagnosis ... he has started all 116 games in 
which he's played since being drafted 10th overall in the 2009 MLS SuperDraft out of Indiana 
University and ranks ninth on the Revs' career charts in games played, and eighth in games 
started. 

ALSTON OUT, BUT NOT DOWN 

While Kevin Alston has been away from the team on the field, he hasn't left the team 
entirely... he continues to come to the team’s training sessions regularly and watch from the 
sidelines, and also continues to make appearances on behalf of the team ... on April 20, he 
traveled to New York to cheer on the Revs, riding down and back with the Revs' Under-18 and 
Under-16 teams, and later visiting the Revs’ traveling supporters in the parking lots and in the 
stands.

RHINOS GET SOME LOANERS 

On March 28, the Revolution loaned four players to the Rochester Rhinos of USL PRO in 
accordance with the teams’ affiliation agreement... defender Bilal Duckett, forward Matt 
Horth, midfielder Gabe Latigue and defender Tyler Polak were sent to Rochester, where 
they're expected to get consistent playing time with the Rhinos ... the teams announced their 
affiliation agreement on Jan. 28, in lieu of the Revolution fielding a reserve team in 2013 ... 
the four players are on long-term loan, but can recalled at any time (Bilal Duckett was recalled 
for a first team game in Portland on May 2)... per the agreement, however, at least four Revs 
players must be on loan to Rochester at all times. 

REVS ADD PDL DEVELOPMENT PARTNER, REAL BOSTON RAMS 

The Revolution and Real Boston Rams (USL PDL) have entered into a partnership that 
makes the Rams the official USL PDL affiliate of the Revolution ...the affiliation agreement 
allows college-aged Revolution Academy youth team products the opportunity to play for the 
Rams during their PDL season ... additionally, members of the Revolution Academy's youth 
teams’ technical staff will assist the Rams’ coaching staff to help oversee the Revolution play¬ 
ers’ continued development.
